Victoria, B. C., June 28.—Her majesty’s 
steamship Nymphe, Commander Turner, left 
for Esquimault immediately after her mails 
were received this morning and will go direct 
to Nansimo. There she will meet United 
States steamship Mohican, in whose company 
she will proceed to the Behring sea.

Captain 
Hitchcock, of the Alert, is seriously ill and 
was removed to St. Joseph's hospital from the 
ship today.. Command will be taken during 
the northern trip by Lieutenant Wainwright, 
senior officer, who received orders from Wash- 
ington so to do.

WILMINGTON’S BIG FIRE. 


Property Valued at $500,000 Swept Away— 
An Exciting Sunday Episode. : 

Witmineron, Del., June 28.— The old ferry 
rolling mill was destroyed by fire this evening 
and some adjoining property was damaged. 
Fire broke out in the oil shed near the Chris- 
tiana river about 6:45 p. m. and swept bya 
stiff westerly wind, raged with such fierce- 
ness that within a quarter of an hourall the 
buildings to the eastward were in flames, and 
being largely of wood and very dry, burned 
like tinder. In half an hour the old ferry 
mill,“ a large machine shop on Heald street, 
office, horseshoe building, and se- 
eral smaller structures were a mass 
of seething flames. The flremen 
had all they could do to keep the flames from 
jumping across Heald street and sweeping 
down into the heart of South Wilmington. 
Several small dwellings on the easterly side of 
Heald street caught fire, but were saved from 
destruction. 

For squares arownd inmates of houses were 
moving their furniture out into the. marshes 
eastward of town. The barrel factory occu- 
pied by W. E. Tupton,on the east side of Heald 
street, was gutted, but this was the only 
important loss on that side. On the west side 
a space nearly one thousand feet long by from 
100 to 300 feet wide, occupied by the Diamond 
State Iron Company, and containing the build- 
ings already enumerated, devoted to the man- 
ufacture of bar and horseshoe iron, spikes 
bolts and railroad iron, was completely burn 
over. The loss is estimated at $500,000, about 
half covered by insurance. The mills were 
running night and day, and the tire will throw 
about three hundred men out of employment. 


A Baltimore Fire. 


BALTMORR, Md., June 28.—The four-story 
coffee mill of E. Levering & Co., on Chase’s 
wharf, was totally destroyed by fire this even- 
ing, involving @ loss from $100,000 to $110,000. 
The tire seems to have originated on the second 
floor, and must have been burning for at least 
an hour before discovered. The building was 
protected by stoutiron shutters, which pre- 
vented the smoke getting out. The watchman 
discovered smoke coming from the building, 
and at once sent ina double alarm. Before 
he returned, the entire building was in a blaze. 

A third alarm was sent in, and nearly the 
whole city fire department responded. The 
new water tower was put into service for the 
first time and did excellent service. 

The mill was used to roast coffee, seven large 
being located on the fourth floor. 
It contain about $50,000 worth of 


coffee, $40,000 worth of machinery and equip- 
ut 


$20,000. Everything was covered by insurance 
placed largely in northern companies in 
palicies averaging $2,500 each. The buildin 
was owned by the Baltimore and Ohio mila 
company.

THINGS SEEM TO BE GOING HIS 
WAY IN OHIO. 


A CONFERENCE WITH LABOR LEADERS 


Which the Republicans Regard with Great 
Suspicion—Anythingito Reat McKinley, 
the Slogan of Organized Labor.

Crncrynatr, O., June 28,—{Special.}—The 
republican papers of this state are very much 
exercised over the reported conference of 
Governor Campbell and the Knights of Labor 
national executive board at Columbus last 
night. They claim that a dicker is being 


entered into by which the order will throw its 


entire support to the democratic state ticket, 
and there seems to be good grdund for their 
alarm. 

The governor was closeted with Powderly 
and the other members ofjjthe Knights’ com- 
mittee for two or three hours last night. All 
the parties interested say that nothing of a 
political nature took place at the meeting, but 
it is understood that an arrangement was 
entered into which will resound to the benefit 
of Governor Campbell in the event of the re- 
publicans refusing to settle the plate matter 
trouble satisfactorily to the Knights. 

It appears from the present situation that 
the republicans cannot back down from the 
position they have taken, and in that event 
the entire strength of the organized labor will 
be thrown against McKinley. The meeting 
of the knights tommorrow will settle the mat- 
ter one way or the other. There is a strong 


impression that they may conclude to support 


the people’s party, although their cry is likely 
to be Anything to beat McKinley,” and the 
only way to accomplish that will be to vote for 
Campbell who has the democratic nomination 
in his grasp. It does seem possible at this 
time to wrest it from him, although his oppo- 
nents profess to be gaining ground every day. 


SOUTH CAROLINA POLITICS. 


Can the Governor Remove Without Cauée? 
A Question of Interest, 

CHARLESTON, S. C., June 28.—[{Special.}]— 
The administration has still another law suit 
on its hands. 

In the circuit court yesterday Judge Wal- 
lace signed an order directing commissioners 
of registration to show cause on Monday why 
mandamus should not issue to compel them to 
turn over the books of registration to Super- 
visor Cantwell. The commissioners tele- 
graphed tothe governor for legal help and 
have received a reply stating that the attorney 
general will be here Monday to represent 
them. 

Cantwell, who was supervisor of registration, 
was removed in May by the governor. He re- 
fuses to recognize the right of the governor to 
remove him and Governor Tillman thereupon 
appointed Mr. George W. Williams supervisor 
on June Ist. Both Cantwell and Williams 
opened registration lists and both will do so on 


July 1st, unless Judge Wallace decides the 


case before then. 

The case involves the right of the governor 
to remove from office without cause and will 
be carried to the supreme court in any event. 


ASTONISHED AND INDIGNANT. 


Cardinal Gibbons Expresses Himself on 
Criticisms of the American Church. 

BALrIMOoRR, June 28.—Cardinal Gibbons 
returned this afternoon from Washington, 
where he had officiated at the dedication of 
St. Mary’s Catholic church. 

The cardinal took occasion to refute the 
statements made to the holy see that the spir- 
itual condition and needs of the foreign speak- 
ing Catholicsin the United States are-not prop- 
erly provided for. He said in part that the vast 
number of churches which have been erected 
throughout the United States, not only for the 
Englishing speaking population which 
forms a great mass of the American 
Catholic people, but also for the spir- 
itual benefit of the various European 
nationalities, reminds us that the Catholic 
church is a family formed of many nationali- 
ties. It is a vast ocean into which the streams 
of other continents flow. It is pees, © 
the European immigrant reaching here, a 
stranger to our institutions, to find himself at 
home as soon as he enters a catholic church. 
The bishops of the United States, while dis- 
charging their duty toward the great English 
body of the faithful, are not unmindful of the 
spiritual wants of those who speak foreign 
tongues. This is evidenced by the fact that 
almost every Sunday witnesses the dedication 
of some church for the use of Poles or Lith- 
uanians, Bohemian or German, C ians or 
Italians. 

I venture to say that the hierarchy of no 
country in the world is paying more atten- 
tion to the spiritual wants of foreign-born 
Catholic people than are the prelates of the 
United States. They are earnestly endeavor- 
ing to have the gospel preached to them in 
their native tongue during the transition 

riod, which occurs before they are absorbed 
into the great English speaking world around 
them. The city of Paris has a large colony of 
English and German speaking Catholics; 
Vienna and Berlin have also large popula- 
tions of French and English and other 
nationalities; the city of Rio, in Brazil, 
contains also a large population of Catholics 
who do not speak Portuguese, the language of 
country; and yet in these great centers, if Lam 
correctly informed, little or no provision is 
made for foreign Catholic populations. 

With these facts before us, we cannot view 
without astonishment and indignation the 
number of self-constituted and officious gentle- 
men in Europe complaining of alleged inat- 
tention which is paid to the spiritual wants of 
the foreign population and the a means of re- 
dress which they have thought proper to sub-

THE GZAR'S FRIENDSHIP: 10 FRANCE. 


A High Old Time in the Rome Chamber of 
Deputies—Ex-Empres Eugenie 
Talks Out to Victor. 


Parts, June 28.— Under the prompting from 
Cardinal Richard, other leaders of the Episco- 
pacy in France have united in opposition to 
Cardinal Lavigerie’s policy in support of the 
republic, and anew party is forming called 
Union de la France Chretienne. The organ- 
izing committee includes the principal conser- 
vative senators and deputies. The composition 
of the union is distinctly monarchist, butin the 
meantime legislative action will be limited toa 
demand for the alteration of the scholastic laws 
affecting religions teaching and to the aboli- 
tion of military law involving the period of 
service for clerical novitiates. The committes 
aims to embrace protestanta within the union, 
although the pervading spirit is Catholic. 

M. Ribot, minister of foreign affairs, has ob- 
tained assurances that the czar and his family 
will. visit the French squadron at Cronstadt 
on August 3d, and that the czarewitch, on his 
return from Siberia, will also visit the fleet. 
The French officers will be invited to a gala 
reception at Peterhof, while a select number 
will be received at St. Petersbug and another 
contingent be feted at Moscow. In short, 
everything will be done to efficially emphasize 
the entente between the French and Russian 
governments, 

. The bakers’ strike has collapsed. 

The tram men last evening resolved to 
strike, and this morning they tried to prevent 
care from running. Large crowds pf strikers 
gathered at the starting points of the various 
road and menaced the non-union men, but the 
police guarded the cars, accompanying them 
along the routes. After several of their num- 
ber had been arrested fortrying to stop cars, 
the strikers retired and traflic was for the rest 
of the day unimpeded. Many strikers are 
already succumbing. 

Ex-Empress Eugenie makes it a condition 
of her granting annuity to Prince Victor, and 
also of her bequest to him of her whole for- 
tune, estimated at over a million pounds ster- 
ling, that he rupture his laison, now of several 
years’ duration. The ex-empress insists that 
the prince must abandon his mistress and 
effect a marriage with a member of some reign- 
ing family:

Exciting Times in Rome. 

Rome, June 28.—There was another scene 

of wild disorder in the chamber of deputies to- 
day when the foreign policy of the govern- 
ment came up for consideration. 

After a few preliminary skirmishes, Admi- 
ral Brin, ex-minisier of marine, who was 
speaking yesterday when the sitting had to be 
suspended on accouut of the tumult in the 
chamber, rose to proceed with the foreign in- 
terpellation, but he was met with such a storm 
of radical protest that he was only able to re- 
peat the text interpellation. 

Premier Rudini then arose and declared in 
most emphatic terms that the government 
would adhere firmly and stolidly to the 
dreibund, adding that Italy and Europe might 
rest assured that these alliances would be 
maintained, and that European peace would 
be long preserved. 

With this the whole house, with the excep- 
tion of the extreme left, arose and cheered 
long and heartily. After further bickerings, 
some deprecatory allusion made by Signor 
Martino excited the anger of the radicals, who 
sprang from their seats, gesticulating violently 
and drowning the voice. of the speaker with 
their shouts. Signor Cavallotto made a rush 
at Signor Martino, and would have struck 
him but for the interference of friends, who 
parted the two men. . 

The scene at this point defies description. 
Every member stood, shouting, disputing and 
menacing in the wildest manner. inally the 
president, finding himself unable to pacify the 
members, donned his hat and abruptly sus- 
pended the sitting. When sitting resumed, 
signor Cavallotto, senior member of the 
chamber, signor Bovio, radical and president 
of the chamber, appealed for concord and all of 
these were enthusiastically applauded by the 
whole house. Finally parliament was pro- 
rogued for summer holidays. 

n thé midst of the confusion Signor Son- 
nino threw a bundle of papers in Signor Caval- 
lotto’s face and the latter rushed to attack 
Sonnino, when friends interfered. A general 
scuffie then took place. Only the ministers 
remained in their seats, the whole scene seem- 
ing to be transformed into an arena crowded 
with combatants. In the scuffle several depu- 
ties were more or less hurt. oday’s scene is 
unprecedented in the history of the chamber 
of deputies.

THE SOUTH’S INDUSTRIES. 


Reports of New Establishments for the See- 
ond Quarter. 

CRHATTANOOdA, Tenn., June 28,— The 
Tradesman’s report of new industries estab- 
lished in the southern states during the second 
quarter of 1891} shows a total of 1,292, against 
a total of the second quarterin 1890 of 1,350 
and second quarter of 1889 of 558. The Trades- 


man says: 

While the number of new industries estab- 
lished for the second quarter of this year is not 
up to that of the corresponding period of 1890, 
still the industrial interests of this section are 
in a very healthful condition, and a noticeable 
feature for the past three months has been the 
amount of capital invested in enterprises, in- 
dicating that the new industries now being put 
into operation in the southern states are larger 
and will be more thoroughly equipped. he 
spring and summer of 1890 saw the 
establishment of a very large number 
of industries in the south; in fact, 
that period was the culmination of a form 
of development exceptional in its nature, and 
characterized in many instances by a want of 
knowledge of the needs or full understanding 
of the resources of that section. When the re- 
cent stringency in the money market is taken 
into consideration the industrial activity in 
the south for the past quarter is very gratify- 
ing and justifies the assertion that in no seo- 
tion of the country are industrial interests in a 
more healthful condition than in the southern 
states. 

During the quarter ending July Ist, there 
were established in the southern states four 
agricultural implement works, four barrel fac- 
tories, three boot and shoe factories, one brew- 
ery and thirty-nine brick works, Virginia 
leading with seven; Alabama, six; Georgia, 
Kentucky and South Carolina each having 
four to their credit, and nearly all of the 
southern states contributing one to two to 
make up the total. Sixty-two large 
development and improvement companies 
have been organized during the quarter, 
Tennessee leading with twelve; Virginia, 
ten; South Carolina, eight; North Carolina, 
seven, and the balance being evenly dis- 
tributed in other states. Twenty-nine electric 
light companies have been 2 against 
forty-nine for the corresponding quarter of 
last year; eighteen flour and grist mills have 
been established; forty-seven foundries and 
machine shops, against seventy for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1890; eight furnace 
companies have been organized, nine gas 
works companies, sixteen ice works and 
fifty-seven mining and quarrying compa- 
nies have been organized. Twenty- 
three natural gas and oil companies 
have been organized during the past quarter, 
which indicates the marked interest that is 
being attracted to this industry in the south, 
Twenty-three oil mills have been erected and 
thirty-seven phosphate companies have been 


organized,

The extensive * bees of - phos 
have recently been discovered in Florida have 


given a great impetus to the phosphate indus- 
try in the south, and a large amount of capital 
has been invested in the development of these 
lands in the past six months, in Florida alone 


there having been thirty-two phosphate com- 
panies organized in 1 — in 
North Caxolina, two in Virginia and one in West 
Virginia. One hundred and sixteen railread 
companies have been chartered, three rolling 
mills erected, and thirty-eight street and’ elec- 
tric railway companies have been incor por- 
ated. Four tanneries have been erected dur- 
ing the past quarter, twenty-one water works 
and thirty-four cotton and woolen mills have 
been established—nine in North Carolina, six 
n South Carolina, fivein Georgia, four in Al- 
abama, and the balance distributed amon 
the other southern states, One hundred an 
fifty wood working establishments have been 
erected, against 225 in the corresponding quar- 
ter of last year. 4 
North Carolina Crop Bulletin. 


RALEIGR, N. C., June 28.—{Special.}—The 
weekly weather crop bulletin tonight says that 
very favorable weather has prevailed gen- 
erally rather unevenly distributed, in some 
places there having been heavy rains, in others 
the ground is very dry and rain would be 
beneficial. An abundance of sunshine with 
excess of temperature has caused considerable 
improvements in all crops. Cotton is im- 
proving but continues to be small, and very 
few farmers have yet cleared the fields of 
rrass. The condition is estimated at about 
4, an improvement of 4 * cent during three 
weeks. The condition of tobacco is excellent. 
Corn is gaining in color, and generally im- 
proving faster than cotton. The wheat harvest 
is about over and the crop is safely stored.

THAT WAS THE EXPERIENCE OF 


IMMIGRANTS TO BRAZIL, 


SHOWY POSTERS, FLATTERING PROMISES 


Are Found to Be a Sham and a Humbug—The | 
Terrible Experience of a Young 
Irishman and His Frie ads. 


CHIcaao, June 28.— One would search in 
vain through Hugo’s Les Miserables” for a 
more harrowing tale than that told today by a 
young Irishman named Francis Yourell, wh6é 
has, he says, just escaped from the clutehes of 
an immigration agency in Brazil. 

Four months ago Yourell was working asa 
laborer on a farm near Dublin. Attracted by 
promises posted around the neighborhood in 
which he lived, he decided to take a ship for 
Brazil. Showy posters promised passage and 
three farms, and Yourell and thirteen com- 
panions jumped at what they regarded as the 
opportunity of their lives. 

The fourteen Irishmen started from Liver. 
pool on March IIth on the steamship Arcania, 
The ship touched at two obscure French ports, 
where 100 more passengers were taken on, and 
at Lisbon where 400 Portuguese were brought 
on board, making 1,300 passengers all told. 

After twenty-four days’ sail from Laverpool 
the Arcania arrived at an out-of-the-way sea 
port in Brazil. * 

From the time the passengers landed on 
Brazilian ground, they were subjected to 
treatment, according to Tourell's state 
ment, which no Christians ever suf 
fered before. They were thrown into 
dens where Russians and Italians were dying 
with yellow fever; beaten with bludgeons and 
starved to death almost and yét some of the 
unfortunate creatures were cast into prison for 
complaining. 

The promises about free farms were found to 
be a sham and humbug, the object of the im 
migration agency being to. get workers for 
coffee planters, who find it difficult to get 
enough hands owing to the prevalence of yel+ 
low fever and other diseases. 

After weeks of hardship and privation, 
Yourell and three others escaped from Santos 
onthe ship Bancroy, bound for Santiago: 
From Santiago, Yourell sailed to Baltimore 
on the Bancroy as fireman. A cousin of Yours 
ell named William Williams lives in this city, 
and to him Yourell came a few days ago. 
Yourell is about twenty-eight years old and 
bright as he is stalwart. . 1

A Man of the Past. 


The movement on foot in Boston to raise 
a fund for the support of General N. P. 
Banks and his wife in their declining years 
meets with only a half-hearted endorsement 
from The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 

Our St. Louis contemporary admits that 
Banks gave forty years of his life to the ser- 
vice of his state and country. It admits that 
he went through his long official career clean- 
handed, and has nota dollar left in his old 
age. But the point is made that it is senti- 
mental to regard his poverty as a badge of 
honor, and it is suggested that as his various 
salaries averaged $4,000 a year for forty 
years he should have saved a provision for a 
rainy day. Then, realizing how ungracious 
all this looks in cold type, ‘The Globe-Demo- 
erat winds up with the declaration that the 
general deserves assistance, and that it should 
be ungrudgingly given. 

We find it impossible under the circum- 
stances to find any stale economic platitudes 
that fit the case. Undoubtedly, General 
Banks isa man of tad pt He is nota 
thrifty statesman of ourday. He belongs to 
the old school—to the age when our public 
men north and south spurned corruption, 
scorned speculation, and preferred honest 
poverty to wealth accummulated by doubtful 
methods. The Websters and Clays of that 
generation gave the best that was in them to 
the public service, and neglected their own 
business interests in building up the general 
prosperity of the country. 

But in these commercial days we see in 
public life a different class of men from the 
north and west. They are speculators, ex- 
ploiters and plufocrats. They make publie 
office directly or indirectly aid in their en- 
richment, and under their rule the people 
mourn. ; . 

It comes upon us with a pleasant shock to 
learn that the north has one man living who 
after nearly half a century’s service in the 
legislature, in congress, inthe governor's 
chair, and in the army, has neither gold nor 
goods nor lands to show for his work. In- 
stead of reading this man a feeble lecture on 
economy we feel like urging the Bostonians 
not only to complete their fund far his relief, 
but to build him a monument while he is yet 
living. 

It is true that General Banks does not be- 
long to the first rank of statesmen and mili- 
tary heroes. He is aself-made man, and an 
honest man. He was called into public life, 
and did not push himself there. He did his 
duty ashe understood it, tried tolive on his 
salary without being niggardly, and bore his 
share of the charitable work that fell in his 
way. It is not strange that he saved 
nothing, and this spontaneous movement of 
his old constituents to come to his aid is 
honorable to all concerned. New England 
could not let this man suffer without being 
disgraced in the eyes of all good men. He 
stands alone and apart from the money- 
making politicians of his section. He should 
not be forgotten. 


An Unprofitable Discussion. 

There is a tremendous discussion going on 
in some of our contemporaries as to whether 
Virginia, Georgia, Alabama and Texas are 
for or against Mr. Cleveland, and we are led 
to suppose by the remarks that are made 
that in this off year Mr. Cleveland is the 
principal issue before the people. The Bal- 
timore Sun will not believe Mr. Barbour and 
other leading men who say that the demo- 
crats of Virginia are no longer for Mr. Cleve- 
land. It says that these gentlemen are pol- 
iticians whose statements are colored by 
their prejudices, Yet it hails with delight 
the declaration of another politician who 
says that the democrats of Virginia are unan- 
imous for Mr. Cleveland. 

We hear also that Georgia is against Mr. 
Cleveland as well as for him, and there seems 
to be no doubt that Alabama is unanimously 
for him as well as unanjmously opposed to 
him. Colonel Belo, of Texas, says that his 
state is for Mr. Cleveland, but Mr. Burson, 
of The Galveston Evening Tribune, who is 
a Cleveland man, says that Texas is pretty 
evenly divided between Cleveland and Hill. 
Mr. Burson says that the feeling against Mr. 
Cleveland is not based wholly on his anti- 
silver letter—though that is a factor—but is 
due in part to bad appointments in Texas 
and to the civil service reform sham which 
left so many republicans in office under a 
democratic administration. Mr. Gilbert, of 
The Dallas Times-Herald, says that the feel- 
ing against Mr. Cleveland in Texas is much 
more extensive than his friends will admit. 
While the army of farmérs are against bim 
they are not all for Hill, but are divided be- 
tween Hill and some western man. Mr. 
Gilbert says there are thirty-five of the prin- 
cipal dailies of the state which hold the same 
opinions. 

The idea seems to be among those who 
are getting up a controversy over the popu- 
larity of Mr. Cleveland that this is really the 
great democratic issue, but there could not 
be a bigger mistake. We presume that Mr. 
Cleveland himself would object to a contro- 
versy which tends to such an interpretation. 
There is no democrat who is opposed to the 
ex-president’s renomination on personal 
grounds. Those who do oppose his renomi- 
nation have the friendliest feelings for him, 
and will work as hard for his election, should 
he be renominated, as those who are now try- 
ing to make him ridiculous by their partisan 
support. : i 

Mr. Cleveland is not an issue, and he is a 
candidate not on his own merits, but on his 
beliefs. He made a good president, so far as 
the administration of affairs were concerned, 
but he failed to meet the wishes of the 
people by removing the republican office hold- 
ers, who, from the vantage ground they oceu- 
pied, worked with impunity against the re- 
election of Mr. Cleveland. Six thousand re- 
publicans were kept in office and six 
thousand honest and efficient democrats 
justify himself in the eyes of a little handful 


to every | ¢ 


opposed to it. This is not a very important 
matter, rightly considered, for Mr. Cleveland 
is merely a man who has the courage of his 
convictions. . He is not superior in this re- 
spect to the humblest democrat who sin- 
cerely believes im the free coinage of silver 
and the necessity for financial reform. But 
there are some democrats who appear to be- 
lieve that Mr. Cleveland is the party itself, 


and that his views ought to constitute its 


platform; and they heve been seriously ad- 
vising other democrats to postpone their be- 
liefs and smother their opinions in order 
that Mr. Cleveland may again be re- 
nominated. There is less of this sort of 
thing now than there was a few weeks ago. 


The gentlemen who wanted to perform the’ 


postponement act have become a little more 
modest in their demands. They now per- 
ceive that the free silver issue must be met, 
and they no longer have any doubts as to 
how the democratic party stands on this. ques- 
tion. 

This modesty is so promising that we are 
tempted to advise those who have acquired 
it to drop Mr. Cleveland as an issue. Weall 
know how the democratic party stands; we 
all know how Mr. Cleveland stands, If the 
democratic party wants him it will nominate 
him, and if he is nominated there will be no 
need of discussing whether such and such a 
southern state is for him. 

Let us get down to business. Let us dis- 
cuss the great issues that are now before the 
country—free silver, tariff reform, financial 
relief, the reduction of taxation. 


Danger in the Tariff. 

The Charleston World in a brief reference 
to an article in Harper’s Weekly on South 
Carolina Unionism Sixty Years Ago“ 
brings out the fact that the strong union 
sentiment in the Palmetto State was crushed 
and destroyed by the protection policy.

To the late Mr. Patrick Kelly, 
who kept the Globe bar at the time, this stranger 
admitted that he had located gold in paying quan- 
tities. He had found rich nuggets in different 
streams and was positive that he could mine 
fortunes of the metalif he had the capital with 
which to provide necessary apparatns. 

He had about completed his prospecting and 
was about to leave Augusta to go north to interest 
monied men when he was killed. His body was 
found a short distance up Rae’s creek, where he 
had strolled one day, and there was every indica- 
tion that he had been murdered. No clue was 
ever had to the muzderer. Nuggets of gold ore 
were found among his effects that essayed very 
satisfactorily. He left nothing behind that gave 
information as to where the ore was located or 
where the nuggets were secured.

The fact that the very waters which the 
French are thus guarding, are useless to them, 
tantalizes the islanders, who see themselves 
cut out of their own rightfal inheritance in 
order to appease the jealousy of a foreign 
power. The French fishing vessels having to 
cross the ocean, are strong and seaworthy, and 
since the owners are forced to build such 
strong vesse!s, they naturally confine their op- 
erations to the banks, where the best fishing is 
to be found.

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A WAR RELIC. 


A Telegram from Boston About It—The Rel- 
atives of the Soldier Desire It. } 

Tre ConstiruTion has recieved the follow- 
ing telegram from Boston, Mass.: 

Thomas P. Turner, of North Bell street, Atlanta, 
writes to Boston to learn the address of Russell J. 
Whiiton,of the Thirteenth Massachusetts regiment 
who was in the battle of Sharpsburg in 1863, having 
a valuable relic belonging to him lost during Mr. 
Whiton’s hurried departure from the field during 
that engagement. Mr. Whiton recently died but 
his widow, Mrs. Sarah E. Whiton, resides in Som- 
erville, Mass., and her entire neighborhood is in- 
quisitive to see the relic. Turner should address 
Somerville chief of police. 

Yesterday Mr. Turner was seen and asked 
about the relic. He is the superintendent of 
the McPherson electric line. 

“It’s one of hundreds of relics of the battle 
of Sharpsburg that I have. You see, my peo- 
ple have lived there at Antietam for many 
years, and were there during the war. 

“After the war it was the easiest 
matter in the world to pick up 
relics, and beginning at once and continuing 
laying them aside, my mother acquired almost 
a house full of guns, bayonets, pistols, knives, 
canteens, buckles, etc. She turned over many 
of these to me, and among the articles is a 
canteen or rather tube several inches long 
with a filter at one end. 

On the hard part of the rubber was scratched 
the name and address of Russell J. 
Whiton. I thought he would get more 
pleasure out of the relic than I, 
so wrote to him about it. This telegram to 
THE ConsTITUTION is the outcome. 

J am glad to know where the relatives are, 
and will take pleasure in giving them the 
tube, a reminder of what Whiton passed 
through.“ 

Mr. Turner's room on Bell street is deco- 
rated on all sides with war relics, all gotten 
from the field at Sharpsburg. He has several 
rusty guns, bayonets, pistols, knives, spoons, 
etc., in fact hundreds of well-preserved relics. 

One of the canteens bears the name M. 
Jacob carved upon it.

COAL. 


Savannah Is Not as Much Interested as 
Other Cities of the State. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 27.—[Special.]—The 
CoNSTITUTION correspondent talked with 
more coal dealers today. They ali stated that 
Savannah is, so far as the coal supply is con- 
cerned, practically independent of the railroads 
of this section, and the increase will have no 
effect here otherwise than to kill off what de- 
mand existed for the Alabama coal. Almost 
all of the steam coal used _ here 
comes from Baltimore in schooners chartered 
for that purpose. The average cost of trans- 
poitation is 90 centsaton, and in cargo lots 
the soft coal can be had here by consumers at 
83.75 per ton. In all. it is estimated there are 
about forty-two thousand tons of steam coal 
used here per annum, of which probably only 
twelve hundred tons comes from Alabama. 
Even that small demand for the Alabama coal 
will be killed if there is much of an increase in 
cost, no matter how caused. 

“Atlanta, Macon and other towns, situated 
as they are, are at the mercy of the railroads, 
and will have to grin and bear it,“ said one 
dealer. “But we are not, and so far as 
Savannah is concerned, the increase of 
freight rates on coal means merely the 
killing of whatever business the railroads 
may now have in that line. Nearly all of this 
coal is consumed by our manufacturing estab- 
lishments, several of which use in the neigh- 
borhood of 5,000 tons each, per year. Coal is 
a big item in manufacturing where water 
nigh is not used, and itis a fortunate thing 

or those here that water transportation per- 
mits them to get 2 supply at a reasonable 
figure. 

The dent Should Regulate. 

MontEzuMA, Ga., June 28.—[Special.}—Our 
people are interested in the coal fight. Jellico 
coal costs $1.75 at the mines, and the railroads 
charge $3.25 perton freight. It is too much, 
and I hope the commission will regulate them.

Halt a 
mile from Sparks, in this county, is 4 pond at 
the head of Bear creek. This pond was 
dammed and a mill built twenty years ago by 
John Parrish, who successfully operated the 
mill for several years, to the great accommo- 
dation of the country for miles around.

Near the center of the pond is an island of 
eighty acres with twelve acres in cultivation 
that consists of one of the finest little truck 
and poultry farms of this section, owned and 
presided over by Mr. D. T. Pulliam, who takes 
a great delight and interest in improving 
fowls. He has his fowl yards conveniently 


J laid off and enclosed in picket fences that 


would give credit toa suburban surrounding. 

On this island are landmarks that are sup- 
posed to stand in memory of the last Indian 
tribe of this county. The land is rich and 
produces vegetables in large quantities, and 
Mr. Pulliam is making a success with his little 
experiment farm on the island. 

The dam that holds this large body of water 
is only a few hundred yards long. The pond 
is a great pleasure resort for those who like 
sport. Fish of many kinds, and large sizes are 
caught every day but the people cannot catch 
them as fast as they raise and this is why the 
supply is inexhaustible. Tons and tons of fish 
could be caught and plenty left. 

When the workmen were digging for dirt to 
build the dam twenty years ago they found 
landmarks of anation of people that were 
here before the Indians. A crossing for ve- 
hicles was resting under a foot of land that 
the first settlers of thiscounty could gain no 
information of from the Indians. Further 
down in the earth they found the decomposed 
substance of a man’s bones that had evidently 
been laid away a century or two ago wrapped 
in a fibre resembling cypress bark. As best 
they could judge the bones were of a man 
above the medium size and was supposed to 
have been of a giant nation that preceded the 
Indians.
